It comes after two arrests 
were made in West Derby 
in connection with the kill- 
ing on Thursday. An 
18-year-old man and a 
29-year-old man were both 
arrested on suspicion of 
assisting an offender. 

Earlier this week, Olivia's 
mum Cheryl Korbel, who 
was also hurt in the shoot- 
ing, appealed for her killer 
to hand themselves in.

A WOMAN has been found 
dead at a hotel, leading to 
the arrests of three men. 

Police rushed to the 
Adelphi Hotel in Liverpool 
city centre yesterday morn- 
ing following concerns for 
awoman’s safety. 

Officers found the body 
of a 22-year-old woman in 
aroom at the hotel. 

A 26-year-old man from 
Seacombe, Merseyside, a 
46-year-old man from 
Liverpool and a 49-year- 
old man from Widnes, 
Cheshire, were arrested on 
suspicion of murder, 

Last night detectives 
said they were “keeping an 
open mind” about the 
incident.

Axing green levy 
doesn't fit the bill 


LIZ Truss was in the year above 
me at school in Leeds.

At the moment, for an average 
household without a fixed-price

Three dead 
in rail crash 


AT least three people have 
died and 11 more were 
hurt when a passenger 
train and a freight train 
collided. 

It happened in central 
Croatia near the town of 
Novska on Friday night. 

“The impact was huge,” 
said Prime Minister Andrej 
Plenkovic, who rushed to 
the scene with other 
government officials. 

Mr Plenkovic confirmed 
that so far bodies of three 
people had been found at 
the site of the accident. 

The injured have been 
hospitalised, some with 
serious injuries but none 
in life-threatening condi- 
tion, he added. 

‘The passenger train was 
on a local line carrying 13 
people, while only the 
engine driver was in the 
freight train, said Mr 
Plenkovic. He added that 
foreign citizens were 
among the injured.

Army kids’ £83m class bill 


DEFENCE chiefs are spend- 
ing tens of millions a year 
paying for kids of top offic- 
ers to attend elite private 
schools like Eton. 

It dwarfs the amount the military 


pays to compensate veterans 
suffering from PTSD. 

The MoD’s accounts reveal it 
splashed out £83m last year to 
subsidise children of service 
personnel to go to private schools. 

The average claim cost the 
taxpayer almost £29,000. 

But just £2.5m was paid out to the 
295 fighters who made successful 
claims that their military service 
had left them suffering from PTSD, 
with an average payout of £8,000.

Alliance, said: “Huge sums spent on 
private school subsidies will stun 
hard-working taxpayers.’ ‘The 
MoD’s generous schooling scheme 
- called the Continuity of Education 
Allowance - sees some staff benefit 
to the tune of more than 
£100,000-per-year as children of the 
military attend a host of top schools. 

Figures for last year saw the 
scheme pay for 10 children to go to 
£46,000-per-year Eton, where Boris 
Johnson was a pupil. 

Another 20 attended £37,000-per- 
year Fettes College in Edinburgh. 

Under the MoD’s schools fee 
scheme, service personnel can 


send their children to private school 
and pay just 10% of the fees - leav- 
ing the taxpayer to make up the 
difference. It allows children to stay 
at the same school as their parents 
are posted to different locations in 
the UK and around the world. 

An MOD spokesman said that 
the schemes were “two totally dis- 
tinct measures of support for our 
people, who serve us and keep us 
safe from threats every single day’ 

They added: “The education al- 
lowance helps thousands of mil 
tary personnel and their families 
make that contribution, and the 
compensation scheme offers sup- 
port for veterans on a case-by-case 
basis. We keep both schemes under 
regular review.”

Hummingbird's 
surprise copycat 


Gardens are abuzz with the humming of one 
of nature's most confounding creatures. 

Out of nowhere these Unfathomable 
Flying Objects materialise, all beady eyes 
and pulsating wings as they sip nectar from 
delicate flowers with their “beaks”. 

Little wonder that anyone witnessing 
these incredible aerobatics believes they 
have encountered the most accomplished of 
all avian flying machines - the hummingbird. 

Persuading friends that they haven't 
actually seen the world’s smallest yet most 
technically advanced bird hovering this side 
of the Atlantic has been a challenge these 
past weeks. 

Instead, they have seen one of the natural 
world’s finest examples of convergent 
evolution - when animals independently 
evolve similar traits - in the shape of the 
hummingbird hawkmoth. 

Anyone who has spied a hummingbird 

buzzing through the 
66 canopy of a Brazilian 
rainforest or drinking 
This moth from a sugar-water 
illustrates feeder on a Texan 
porch, and then 
returned to Britain to 
see the hawkmoth, will 
attest to the 
remarkable similarities 
between bird and bug. 

Indeed, the first time | saw a diminutive 
tufted coquette hummingbird in the gardens 
of a Trinidad nature reserve, | was convinced 
it was a hawkmoth. There was little 
difference in size and the bird's most striking 
field mark on show was a white band across 
the rump, a feature shared by the insect. 

How the moth and bird can look similar 
illustrates the way animals can adapt to look 
like each other if they have similar lifestyles. 
Think of penguins in Antarctica and the 
guillemots of the Arctic. 

This summer has been a boom time for 
hummingbird hawkmoths from southern 
climes. Members of the British Trust for 
Ornithology's Garden BirdWatch scheme 
have recorded a near five-fold increase 
above the annual average. 

So what did we call hummingbird 
hawkmoths before the first naturalists 
arrived in the Americas? A delve into the 
writings of Virginia Woolf shows how she 
came across the moths while holidaying in 
Cornwall, where their zigzag hovering flights 
earned them the traditional name of the 
merrylee-dance-a-pole.

ski resort of Nendaz were beckoning. 

It is part of the 4 Vallees ski area, the 
largest in Switzerland with 400km of 
pistes stretching from small, quiet 
Thyon at the eastern end to the 
cosmopolitan chic of Verbier at the 
western end. 

The best view of it, and a great deal 
more of the Alps, is from Mont Fort, 
the resort's highest peak at 3,330 
metres, At the top of the cable car 
there's a viewing platform where you 
feel on top of the world with the 
distinctive Matterhorn in one direction 
and Mont Blanc in another. On the 
valley floor a long way below is the 
regional capital Sion, with the River 
Rhone flowing through it. 

You can ski down from the top of 
Mont Fort but it's one of the area's 
steepest runs and with no fresh snow, 
the large moguls (bumps) were 
glistening with ice. 

We sensibly took the cable car back 
down to the Black Tap restaurant, 
which serves excellent craft burgers. 

You don't have to be an expert to 
enjoy the 4 Vallees, There are blue 
slopes for beginners and improvers 
around neighbouring Veysonnaz and 
Thyon, slightly more red slopes for 
intermediate-level skiers and a decent 
number of black graded slopes for the 
experts around Nendaz and Verbier. 

Many have the latest snowmaking 
equipment so in these days of climate 
change and unpredictable conditions, 
there is still good quality skiing to be 
had. 

For skiers and boarders looking for 
off-piste thrills, Verbier is famous and 
there are free ride routes marked 
across the 4 Vallees. We made our way 
down one of them, the Chassoure- 
Tortin, along steep and bumpy run. 

There were tumbles and protesting 
limbs... but a great sense of achieve- 
ment and the respect of ski guide Ami, 
who coaxed everyone down safely. 

Those aching muscles were soothed 
in the impressive spa at our four-star 
hotel, with its outdoor heated pool, 
sauna, Jacuzzi and steam rooms. 

There was still time for a beer and an 
Aperol spritz just down the road at the 
bar, where a DJ whipped up the 
apres-ski crowd with vintage mixes. 

Dinner was at Les Etagnes, a 
restaurant opposite the hotel, offering 
chicken or prawn Thai curry, rack of 
lamb, and beef fillet among its main 
courses, with a veggie or vegan curry 
option on request. Starters were £11 
with mains from £25-£35. A dessert 
treat was Sgroppino, an Italian cocktail 
with vodka, lemon sorbet, prosecco 
and limoncello... not as alcoholic as it 
sounds but really delicious (£9).

WHERE AND WHY 

Station hotels are usually busy pit stops and 
the travellers’ urgency can be more frenetic 
than the balls in a lottery tombola. 

But wedged between King's Cross and 
St Pancras, a sweeping Grade II listed building 
from the golden age of steam achieves the 
unlikely feat of perfect calm. On a weekend 
when 40,000 boisterous football fans were 
piling down to the capital for a big match, 
inside the hotel, silence was golden. 

Not once was the soundproofing among 88 
en-suite bedrooms penetrated by the tribal 
hordes’ lively playlist, let alone the echo of 
platform announcements. 

There are four different categories, from the 
Couchette paying homage to the classic 
continental railway sleeper carriage, to the rich 
walnut panels of Edwardian rooms on the top 
floor, bespoke leather furniture in the Heritage 
chambers and opulent luxury of Victorian 
bedrooms celebrating the 
building's history. | 

In our Victorian, the high H 
ceiling made a generous | H 
double room feel airy and = 
bright, and the Albion 
standalone bath tub was:

option. And for 
connoisseurs of bathroom toiletries, the Malin

ON THE MENU 

Named after the Flying Scotsman’s dining cars 
inthe 19th century, the Plum + Spilt Milk is a 
brasserie-style restaurant illuminated by 150 
hand-blown glass lanterns. 

If the food makes you feel like the earth has 
moved, you're right: The black tables are made 
from cracked lava from Mount Etna. 

As alifelong pescatarian, it would have been 
rude to ignore a menu with intriguing seafood 
dishes, and the Dorset crab salad (£14) was 
lighter and fluffier than a hummingbird. 

For main course, it was posh fish and chips. 
At £31 a head, the sea bream was succulent, 
the seared chalkstream trout was divine.

Reserve (£25), was quaffable and resplendent. 
Eton Mess (£10) was spot-on for dessert. 

For pre-dinner drinks or a nightcap, the GNH

setting for cocktails.

THE reign of Queen Elizabeth 
Il - and its extraordinary 
length - has no equal on 
these islands.

£60,000 weekly top-flight wage. 
Many older generations recall the 
first time they watched television 
was for the Queen's Coronation. 

Many also say the 1970 World 
Cup finals was the first football 
they saw in glorious technicolour. 
A bit blurry, perhaps, but a vivid 
sign of the picture ahead. 

After Liverpool, supported by 
Nottingham Forest and Aston Villa, 
took up the European Cup winning 
baton in the late 70s and early 80s, 
it was the 90s that saw the English 
elite game explode. 

The Premier League, backed by 
then-new satellite channel Sky, 
launched in 1992 and has boomed 
into a billionaires’ paradise with 
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ever-increasing broadcasting 
rights fuelling the business. 

The modernisation of the game 
over the past 40 years especially 
has been incredible, From boggy 
pitches made famous by FA Cup 
giant-killings of yesteryear to the 
crisp fields of finely manicured 
grass top stars play on today, the 
game is almost unrecognisable. 

‘The ever-improving standards of 
not only play but facilities available 
to players and clubs has seen a 
transformation of the game few 
could have predicted. 

Rule changes have come and 
gone too, with the laws around 
subs one of the largest changes in 
recent years, along with the 
introduction of VAR. 

Whether that will work in the 
long run or notis still up for debate, 
with fans and players pining for the 
old days of human error being 
okay and the joy of celebrating as 
soon as a goal goes in. 

But there is no stopping the 
forward march of progress and 
this age of football looks set to 
be defined by technology and its 
influence on the game we love.

CHELSEA legend 
Gianfranco Zola has 
revealed how he was left 
stunned when the Queen 
called him “the great 
Italian footballer”. 

Zola, 56, took to social 
media on Friday to pay 
tribute to Her Majesty 
when her death was 
announced. 

The former forward 
became a huge admirer 
of the Royal Family when 
he signed for Chelsea in 
1996 - and was later 
awarded an OBE for his 
services to English 
football. 

But he still remembers 
the day he met the Queen 
and Prince Philip at a gala 
dinner hosted by the 
British Embassy in Rome 
in November 2004 and the 
thrill he got when she 
spoke glowingly of his 
talents. 

Zola said: “When | was 
introduced to her, she 
told me, ‘The great Italian 
footballer’. | was over the 
moon. | did not expect 
such recognition in her 
presence. 

“I have an indelible 
memory of the meeting 
and her sublime bearing. 

“She was a splendid 
lady, never banal, always 
informed on any subject. 
She whispered but 
caught you with her eyes. 
She had unique grace. 

“I spent seven years 
with Chelsea and I 
immediately understood 
the extraordinary 
magnetism the Queen 
had with her subjects.” 

Zola, who still has a 
home in London, has a 
photograph of his 
meeting with the 
monarch on his fireplace. 

The scroll of honour for 
his OBE names him as: 
“The most enduring 
foreign player in the 
history of Chelsea, an 
excellent football 
ambassador and the ideal 
model for young fans.” 

Zola joined Chelsea 
from Parma for 
£4.5million. He became 
an instant Stamford 
Bridge hero, helping the 
Blues win two FA Cups, 
the League Cup, the 
European Cup Winners’ 
Cup and the European 
Super Cup.

‘T can’t imagine

Model Danielle Lloyd reveals all about adding 
a final baby to her family and her feelings on 


being “dragged” into the Wagatha Christie trial 


anielle Lloyd made no 
secret that she longed 
for a girl to add to her 
brood after becoming 
a mum to four boys. 

She even considered jetting to 
Dubai and using gender selection for 
her fifth baby. But, after becoming 
pregnant last year, her dreams came 
true when she gave birth to her 
daughter Autumn Rose in November. 

And while she hinted at the time 
that she might change her mind 
about not having any more babies, 
the 38-year-old has revealed she’s 
trying for number six - specifically 
a sister for Autumn. 

Danielle, who is also mum to boys 
Archie, 11, Harry, 10, and George, 
eight, from a previous relationship, 
and four-year-old Ronnie with 
husband Michael O’Neill, reveals 
how she made the decision. 

“When we first had a little baby 
it was all perfect and then we were 
like, ‘Oh my God, I can’t imagine not 
having this again,’ she explains. 

“Then you go through the stage of, 
‘Oh my God, I’m not going to have 
any sleep, I’m not having any more.’ 
And then once they start sleeping, 
I’m like, ‘I could do this again.’”” 

She continues, “I’ve gone through 
ups and downs and I just can’t 
imagine Autumn not having a little 
sister to grow up with. I just think it’s 
nice to have sisters close together so 


they’ve always got each 
other’s backs. I’m thinking 
more of her than me.” 

When we ask how 
hubby Michael feels about 
adding another baby to 
their family, Danielle 
bursts into laughter. 

“He just goes with the 
flow. What does one more 
matter?” she giggles. 

“When I was saying it 
to Michael, I think I'd had 
a few wines. I think he 
thought I was messing 
around, but I wasn't. I still 
think he thinks I’m messing | 
around. Even with Autumn, 
he was like, “You didn’t tell 
me we were trying” And I 
was like, ‘Didn't I?” 

She adds, “I love the thought of 
having two girls. Because I’ve got 
so many boys, Autumn will be 
overrun with brothers. So I’ll use 
the babydust method again.” 

Danielle is referring to the book 
The Babydust Method: A Guide 
To Conceiving A Girl Or A Boy by 
Kathryn Taylor, which claims that 
conceiving around ovulation can help 
determine the gender of your baby. 

“You have to test when you 
ovulate and basically have sex two 
days before you ovulate,” Danielle 
explains.“And then the female 
sperm lasts longer than the male 
sperm. The male sperm dies so 
when the egg comes down in 
ovulation there’s only female 
sperm left. 

“You usually know when 
you're going to ovulate,” she 
adds. “It’s weird, I can feel it. 

I get sharp pains. When the egg 
comes out, I can actually feel it, 
although not everyone can.” 

Since going public, Danielle 
says she’s had so many people 
message her about sex selection 
that she sees herself as a bit of 
a“guru” on the subject. 

“They’re messaging me on 
a daily basis. I’m like a baby 
sex guru! It’s quite nice really 
because, while I know some

people find it weird or selfish, a lot 
of women are interested but feel too 
scared to talk about it.” 

While she hails the method as a 
success after conceiving the girl 
she always wanted, we can’t help 
wondering how she’d feel if she 
became pregnant with another son. 

“T haven’t even thought about it,” 
she admits. “It’ll still be a beautiful 
baby. What will be, will be.” 

There’s no doubt the subject’s a 
controversial one and Danielle has 
previously spoken about the flak she’s 
received for wanting to determine her 
baby’s sex. But the model and former 
Miss GB isn’t fazed by the prospect of 
more negative comments. 

“Honestly, I couldn’t give a s**t 
what people think and I mean that 
in the nicest possible way,” she says. 
“People’s opinions don’t bother me. 

I couldn't care less. It’s my life and 
I'm going to live it how I want. I’m 
not asking people to pay for my kids. 
1 look after them, they have a nice 
life and I love them all. Obviously 
[some] people aren’t fortunate 
enough to be able to have babies, it 
must be hard for them, but that’s not 
my fault. I can only live my life.” 

When we ask her about the 
timescale for her next baby, she 
reveals her psychic told her she’d 
know by October “whether I’m 
100% having one or not”. And she’s 


already picking out names, with 
River topping the list. 

“T’m really maternal, I just love 
kids,” she adds. “Although they drive 
me insane, I just feel like I was 
meant to be a mum. Since having 
Autumn I’ve got even more maternal. 
I think it’s because she’s a girl and I 
get to do different stuff with her. The 
boys are all older now. They don’t 
want to come out of their bedrooms, 
they leave [their] boxers lying 
around. She, on the other hand, is 
cute and girlie. I’m sure she’ll want 
to do ballet and stuff like that.” 

So, the obvious question is, will six 
be the final number? 

“It’s an even number,’ she says, 

“so yeah! I’ve got no room left in 
the inn otherwise.” 


Danielle is in the process of having 
her West Midlands home renovated 
to cater for her expanding family. 
She even had a pool installed in their 
back garden this summer so her kids 
could enjoy the heat wave. 

“I was drunk and I said to Michael, 
‘Let’s get a pool.’ Literally the next 
week someone was digging a hole in 
my garden - no thought went into it! 

“Tt nearly finished me and Michael 
off. It was even more stressful than 
having a baby. We had builders here, 
we were dealing with landscapers, 
and obviously paying for it.” 

We can see the results for ourselves 
as it’s hard to pry the children away 
from the water during our shoot. But 
as soon as Autumn needs attention, 
the kids are there to care for her. 


“They’re actually really helpful,” 
she says of her boys. “They hold her, 
feed her and play with her, too.” 

Danielle also insists her nine- 
month-old daughter looks just like 
her youngest son.“She’s like a mini- 
Ronnie with a wig,” she laughs. “She’s 
going to be a tomboy, I think, like I 
was as a kid. She’s probably going to 
play in mud with the boys. But I hope 
she'll also do girlie things like dance. 
I’m obsessed with dressing her up.” 

The bond between Danielle and her 
daughter is clearly close and Danielle 
reveals that Autumn slept in her 
bedroom with her for seven months. 

“I wouldn’t put her in her own 
room,”she says,“and it got to the 
point where I couldn’t because I was 
so used to her being there. The first

night I put her in her own room she 
really cried. I was like, ‘I can’t do 
this. I’m putting her back in with us.’ 
But now she’s in her own room and 
sleeping so much better.

Naturally, things can be hectic 
at home, but she tells us it hasn’t 
affected her relationship with Michael, 
35.“It’s been quite chilled,”she says. 
“Ronnie was his first and he was 
hands-on but I want to do everything 
with Autumn and because he lets me, 
there aren’t any arguments. He’s such 
a good dad, he does everything for 
them.

So how do the busy parents keep 
the spark alive? “You just have to 
do it when you can!” she says. “Be 
spontaneous, I don’t think you can 
plan that sort of thing when you’ve 
got five kids because usually one of 
them is in between us!” 

Like us, Danielle was gripped by

I’m quite a strong person, 
but it triggered some bad memories.” 

Danielle also waded in on Rebekah’s 
post-verdict TV interview. And it’s fair 
to say she wasn’t impressed. 

“Tt was shocking. I think she was 
looking for sympathy. Some of it was 
laughable. I think she should leave 
the subject alone now and accept 
the judge’s decision. I just laughed 
when she said, ‘If I saw Coleen, I'd 
take her for a coffee.’ I said, ‘There’s 
more chance of Boris Johnson being 
Prime Minister again!’”

Wyndham Lathem liked drugged-up group romps and had a fetish for knives 


rofessor Wyndham Lathem 

was a highly respected 

microbiologist. His 

research — which partly 
a focused on the bubonic 
plague, commonly known as the 
Black Death —- had made him an 
expert on how pathogenic bacteria 
cause diseases and in 2017 he was a 
professor at the prestigious Feinberg 
School of Medicine at Northwestern 
University in Chicago. 

Lathem was openly gay and 
dating Trenton Cornell-Durenleau, 
26, who was building a 
reputation as a hair 
stylist. Things had 
started casually after 
they met on Grindr, 
but after a while 
their “friends 
with benefits” 
arrangement 
had grown into 
something more. 

Trenton would 
often stay at 
Lathem’s luxury 
high-rise apartment. 

According to Lathem, 
they had an open relationship, 
experimenting in the bedroom 
with other partners and enjoying 
“chemsex”— having sex while under 
the influence of disinhibiting drugs, 
like methamphetamine. 

On 27 July 2017, the front desk 
at Lathem’s apartment building got 
an anonymous call saying a crime 
had been committed in his 
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apartment. The police were called 
and entered using a master key. 
Officers found Trenton lying 
face-down in a pool of blood 
with knife wounds in his back. 
An autopsy would reveal he had 
been stabbed over 70 times. A cut 
to the neck was so deep it had 
almost decapitated him. 
Blood-stained knives were found 
at the scene — two kitchen knives, 
one of them broken because of the 
force used, and a drywall knife. 
There was no sign of Lathem and 
he was named as the prime suspect 
in Trenton’s death. 
Investigators soon 
discovered that Lathem 
had been talking 
online with a 
British man called 
Andrew Warren — 
a financial officer 
at Oxford 
University’s 
Somerville College. 
= The pair had been 
flirting online for months 
but as well as talking 
about their sexual fantasies, 
they had discussed committing 
suicide together. Lathem had then 
paid for Warren to fly from the 
UK to Chicago. Were they on the 
run together? 


As Lathem was hunted down, he 
was fired from his job. His parents

The killing 
took place in 
Lathem’s condo 
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contacted the police 
to say he had sent 
them an email, which 
included a video of 
himself. He could be 
heard talking about 
Trenton, saying, “He 
trusted me and felt 
safe with me, and I 
betrayed that... I took 
that all away when I 
killed him.” 

Police started to 
track down Lathem 
and Warren. They had 
made an anonymous 
cash donation of 
$5,610 in Trenton’s 
name at the Howard 
Brown Health Center 
in Chicago, then 
continued to drive 
across the country. 
In Lake Geneva, 
Wisconsin, they made 
another donation of

$1,000 in Trenton’s ’ 


name at a public 
library. 

After an eight-day 
manhunt covering 
2,000 miles, the pair 
handed themselves in to authorities 
in California - and blamed each 
other for Trenton’s death. 

Lathem claimed Warren had 
attacked and killed his boyfriend 
while he hid in the bathroom. 

But Warren said Lathem started 
the attack and he joined in by 
hitting Trenton over the head 
with a lamp and stabbing 

him twice. 

In 2019, Warren, 61, made a 
plea deal. In exchange for 
testifying against Lathem, he 
would get 45 years in prison for 
first-degree murder. 

“IT want to say that I’m really so 
sorry,” he told Trenton’s family in 
court. But he would have plenty 
more to say when he took the 
stand at Lathem’s trial in 2021. 

Meanwhile, with the start of the 
Covid pandemic, Lathem tried to 
persuade a judge to release him 
on a $1million bail so that his 
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‘Victim Trenton wa 
described as. “trusting’ 


knowledge of microbiology could 
be used to fight the disease. The 
appeal was denied. 

At the start of Lathem'’s trial, the 
defence said the former professor 
and Trenton had engaged in “three- 
way sex with people they met 
online”, meth use during sex, and 
bondage and submission roleplay 
that involved knives. 

They said Warren had joined the 
couple in the bedroom and then 
attacked them. Lathem admitted 
he'd hidden in the bathroom “like 
a coward” while the attack 
continued and said Trenton was 
dead when he came back out. 

“He was at a loss as to what to 
do,” the defence told the court. 

“He felt responsible for putting 
Trent in harm’s way. He believed 
— and still believes to this day — 
he bears responsibility for Trent’s 
death. It was Dr Lathem, after 
all, who brought Andrew Warren 
into their lives.” 


Professor Lathem told of the 
sexual thrill of the “feel 
of the knife on the body” 


Lathem took the stand to say 
that when Warren had arrived in 
Chicago, he was disappointed by 
his looks and felt “catfished”. 

But on the night of 26 July, he 
had engaged in a threesome with 
Warren and Trenton, during which 
they had brought knives into the 
bedroom for consensual role play. 
“No one is meant to get harmed,” 
Lathem testified.“One enjoys the 
use of the knife because it’s a 
little bit scary, it requires trust 
and there’s a range of sexual 
experiences that you can get by 
the feel of the knife on the body.” 

It was then, he said, Warren had 
attacked. The defence said he had 
killed Trenton out of jealousy. 

The prosecution said Lathem 
had orchestrated Trenton’s death 
as part of a disturbing sexual 
fantasy and brought Warren in 
on the plan. Lathem had plenty of 
time to get Trenton help but after 
the killing he had instead taken 
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a shower and gone on the run 
with the man he accused of being 
a killer. 

The prosecution said Lathem 
had lured Warren to the US with a 


promise they would commit suicide 


together — but it was really so he 
could fulfil his fantasy of killing 
Trenton. Lathem’s blood was at 
the apartment and he’d confessed 
in the video to his parents. 


Warren took the stand and said 
that the unexpected death of his 
father and other family problems 
had left him depressed, so he’d 
searched the internet for someone 
to kill him, He’d found Lathem, 
who claimed he was suicidal 
because he’d lost out on a job. 

He said they made a pact to 
kill each other but when he got to 
Chicago, they struggled to buy a 
gun. Then Lathem revealed his 


had flown to the US. 
for a suicide pact 


true plan - he wanted them to kill 
Trenton together. 

The horror had begun as a meth- 
fuelled threesome. Warren described 
how Lathem started stabbing 
Trenton when he was asleep and 
as he fought back, Warren subdued 
him by hitting him with a heavy 
metal lamp. 

Lathem was found guilty of 
first-degree murder in October 2021 
and sentenced this January to 53 
years in prison. The judge said the 
murder was an “execution”, adding, 
“To butcher Trenton Cornell, the 
way that he died, in order to fulfil 
a bizarre, antisocial, perverted
